I doubt not, were it neceffary, to heap up the Tefti- 
monics of many Auticrs of efteem, in Oppofition to 


‘what you allow of an Officious Lye, to prevent a great- 


er mifchief, nor muft we do Evsi that Good may come 


of it ; and therefore wou'd Leg the favor, sf you per- 
fift in your Opinion, to ftate a Cafe, in whith a greate 


er mifchief may be prevented by a Lye: And this with 
former favours, fhall be readily acknowledged, by your 
very much obliged humbie Servant. 

d. If Authorities cou'd be of any Arguments for 
us we have as great on our fide as can be produc- 
ed in favor of the oppoiite Opinion ; as Grotius de 
jure belli ac pacis, Puffendorf de Officio Hominis ct 


civis, Limborch Theologia Chriftiana with feveral 
Others. But we think the Reafon of the thing is 


plain. For aLye is the fignifiying of a Thing 
thar is falfe, with an Intention to deceive: But in — 


order to make this Sinful it muft have one at Jeaft 
of thefe Qualifications, viz. cither that it offend 
againft Juftice, or Charity, or Chriftian Sobriety’: 
Where the Deception that is wrought is not incon- 
fiftent with any of thefe, but eminently tends to 
the Advantage of ottr Neightour, we camnot fee 
any Thing in it thar can be odious to God. And 
of this fort of Lye, there may bé feveral Inftances. 
Thus if an angry Man purfuing another witha na- 
ked Sword, fhon’d ask you which Way he went, 
and you fhou'd dire& him wrong with an Intenti- 
on to prevent the Crime in the one and the Injury 
in the other, who can be fo rigid a Cafuift as to 
condemn you for it ? Thus again no Body makes 
any Scrupie of deceiving Children, or Sick or Mad 
People, when it makes for their Benefit. Thofe who 
imprudently condemn all Lyes in the Grofs, with- 
out any Manner of Diftin€ton, muft alfo Condemn 
all Jronies, Fables, Allegories and Parables and 
confequently the Scriprure too which abounds with 
thefe. Now what are thefe generally but Speeches 
made to deceive Men for their Advantage, that is, 


the fame which we call Officiotls Lyes? The Word — 


Lye do’s indeeed found harfh to common Ears, 
which, we conceive, may be one Chief Reafon, 
why fome abfolutely condemn it without regard to 


_Diftinction or Qualified Senfe that is put upon it. 


But if we cou'd but find out fome other more grate- 


ful Name for an Officicus Lye, we believe the 


Thing fignified thereby wou'd’ deferve to 
be called an Evil before God. And fo the Argue 
ments here offered againft it wou'd fall to the 
Ground. |
